Diurnal Lepidoptera in the Nemrut Crater 

(East Turkey)

In this article, totally 91 diurnal Lepidoptera collected in Nemrut Volcano in 2006 July and 

August are listed.

Nemrut Volcano is located at the southwestern shore of Lake Van, in the Province Bitlis. Its territory 
belongs to two districts, Tatvan and Ahlat (Fig.l). The summit is 3050m. high and its elliptic caldera has a diameter 
of from 7 to 8 km. The western part of the caldera contains a large coldwater lake about 155m. in depth. There is also 



1 The volcano is named after King Nimrod who ruled this area in B.C. 
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a small warm lake (Ihkgol), whose temperature reaches 60°C, providing clear evidence of continuing volcanic 
activity (Fig. 2). 

Mt. Nemrut is the most southern and youngest of the chain of volcanoes in eastern Anatolia. It is a strata 
type volcano, and began erupting during the fourth geological era and continued to be active until 1441 A.D. As a 
result of the volcanic eruptions of Mt. Nemrut, the single Van - Mus. river basin was divided into two separate basins. 
The eruption of Nemrut volcano also led the formation of Lake Van, the largest lake in Turkey.

Floristically Nemrut Volcano is considered rather poor. This is obviously due to man's interference with the 
natural arboreal vegetation, mainly by cutting and grazing. As a result of these, the eastern and southern slopes of the 
mountain have been replaced by an Irano-Turanian stepe vegetation , dominated mainly by cushion-formed, 
tragacanthic Astragalus, Acantholimon species. 2 Various grass species (Poaceae) and Prangos are also common in 
this stepe vegetation. On the northern and western slopes, including Kirkor Mount, which is too step for climbing, 
are predominantly covered by broad-leaved, deciduous woody vegetation. The leading species are Betula pendula, 
Populus tremula, Acer platanoides, Sorbus umbellata, S.tamamschjanae, S.torminalis. Sporadically Juniperus 
communis ssp. nana occupies the slopes at an altitude of 2300-2700m. Deciduous woody vegetation occurs also in 
the central parts of the crater, near to Biiyukgol, at an altitude of 2300m. Quercus pedunculi folia, Q. infectoria, and 
Q. pinnatiloba sporadically distributed on the rocky slopes together with Malus sylvestris, Pyrus eleagnifolia, 
P.syriaca, Cerasus mahaleb, Crataegus orientalis, C.tanacetifolia, C.aronia, C.monogyna. On the Southern slopes a 
few remnant of Juniperus excelsa are present. 

For the first time, the butterflies of Nemrut Mt. was collected by Kosswig in 1936. These materials were 
evaluated and published by De Lattin in 1944-1951 . Foreign collectors were also visited Nemrut several times 
between 1980-1988. The collected materials were published by Hesselbarth et al. (1995). 4 There is no recent studies 
on, neither diurnal, nor nocturnal Lepidoptera fauna of this Mount. The material of the present study were collected 
by the authors in July and August of 2006. List of the species and the nomenclature are arranged in accordance to the
